with the big Japanese steel pro- 
ducers. Hamersley said: "Japa- 
nese crude steel production is 
at its lowest level in 27 years 
and shows signs of further de- 
terioration.” 

Faced with weak domestic 
markets, Japanese mills are 
cutting back production. Nip- 
pon Steel will make a loss, and 
our own British Steel will lose 
some £200 million this year 
and at least half that amount 
next year.

LORD JUSTICE SIMON 
BROWN said thar the UK“ rate of 
excise duty ûn beer was about sev- 
en limes that of France.

Football has a 's agree- 
ment under which a ball is polttely 
kicked out of play when a player is 
injured, and at the restart politely 
returmıed to the side that surrer- 
dered it But Arsenal scored a goal 
by flouting this convention.
